NEW T«K, November 27.—A terri- 


ble accident occurred at Eastern Park. 
Brooklyn, before tbe Yale-Princeton 
football game to-day. A big free stand 
on tbe eastern Bide auddenly collapsed, 
carrying down the entire load of human 
beings. It is estimated that there were 
more than 2000 people in the structure at 
tbe time. 
A scene of indescribable 


confusion and panic followed the crash. 
The occupants wete mostly men, a preat 
majority of them were students from 
Yale and Princeton. There were also 
many women. They all lay in a con- 
fused and struggling mass upon the 
ground, many completely buried under 
the wreckage. Tlie screams, shrieks 
and groans wern awful. 
Many fainted 


away from the injuries they received. 
In an instant there wtis a Kuueral rush 
for that part of the field and a score of 
policemen were soon engaced in putting 
the maimed and 
wounded from the 


wreck. Others lant their assistance and 
within ten minutes tho whole place was 
cleared. At first it was feared that 
some were killed, but this proved un- 
founded. A great many persons, how- 
ever, are very severely hnrt, and broken 
limbs and braised heads and bodies 
were numerous, if any friends of the in- 
jured people had them carried away be- 
fore their names could be learned.

lowest estimate puts tho number ef 
people injured at fifty, while others 
place it as high as sixty or more. The 
stand was evidently in a most unsafe 
condition, for the broken timber B showed 
that many of them were nearly rotted in 
two, while the whole structure was the 
most flimsy affair imaginable. Every 
one claimed that a very superficial ex^ 
animation of the structure •would show 
it utterly insufficient to support the 
crowd which would occupy it.

He also raises hid voice against indis 


criminate visits of the general public 1 
the asylums, believing it to be prodnc 
tiveof positive mischief. The great ma 
jority ol people who throng the aaylum 
are mere sightseers, who go there out o 
a morbid curiosity and utterly fail 1 
appreciate the great aim of the state in 
equipping and maintaining these inst 
tutioDS. There are always a large nnm 
her of thepe patients confined in Ihes 
anyluma who are keenly alive to th 
humiliation of being regarded as object 
of curiosity and gossip and he says tha 
some are abnormally sensitive upon th 
subject, "having a natural repugnance t 
being objects of curiosity and gossip 
To such, visits of this character d 
harm. He believes, however, that th 
doors of an asylum should ever be opa 
to the conaervatore of public interests 
euch aa public officials, the press, th 
cl*rgy and the medical profession. Ecla 
tives, too, should always be welcome.; 


He also suggests the eyatem of in 


ternes in vogue in eastern asylums limit 
ing them, however, to one to each insti- 
tution. 
This eyatem gives the state 


valuable services at nominal cost ant 
raises up a claaa of young physicians 
who make the treatment of the insane 
and those afflicted with nervous dinor- 
ders a specialty, 


lie also would do away with the 


designation of the words "insane asy- 
lum" or "lunatic asylum" and simply 
call these institutions state "hospitals," 
as is now becoming tlie custom in other 
sections of the country. 
Dr. Rucker 


truly says : "There is consolation iu the 
association of the word. In tlia first in- 
stance, we have the conception of physi- 
cal disease In its relation to scientific 
treatment; in the second instance, there 
ia conjured up in the mind tbe associa- 
tion of hopeless calamity and a lasting; 
stigma." 


There are now seventy-seven male 


and three female Chinese patients in the 
Stockton asylum, of whom fully nine- 
tenths are chronic cases and will be a 
charge on the state as long as they live. 
In the Napa asylum there are thirty-nine 
and in Agnews eleven more, making a 
total of 130 Chinese that are being 
maintained by the state at an annual 
cost ol $IS,000. Dr. Rucker saya an ef- 
fort should be made to induce tbe legis- 
lature to memorialize congresa with the 
view of devising pome plan under which 
all Chinese who are now inmates of our 
asylums, or who may hereafter become 
inmates, may bu returned to their native 
country. 


Theeo are the main suggestions made 


by the superintendent and all of them 
should commend themselves to the law 
makers aa they certainly do to tbe good 
sense and humane instincts of the gen- 
eral public.

unlay, he must wait until Jlondav for 
intprmeut "with the Iwnptit of ciergv," 
What right has a man to depart this' life 
at such time that hia burial must take 
place on the day of rest? Why shall he 
not go on Monday or Tuesday, and thus 
save all danger of offending the pnlpi* hv 
his being entombed on the 6ahbathV 
He whn would thus break iu upon the 
rest. of the preachers and deacons de- 
serves not to die at all. If he may do 
this with impunity, this day will soon ba 
"secularized," and turned into one ol 
wholesale interment. It behooves the 
friends of the Sabbath to riae up as one 
man in opposition to ihe reprehensible 
custom among people of dying when 
they are ready." 


CHAIRMAN BUCHANAN, of the Kansas 


Republican state central committee, atyi 
there ia no question about the re-elec- 
tion of Senator Ingalla.

I EEE the sheep are meandering back 


from their summer outings in tho moun 
tains. Now is the time to turn them 
into the vineyard and let them clean it 
up; besides getting a little something 
for it. I hear they pay about 30 to ol 
cents per acre for vinevard pasture. It 
s thft heat way to destroy thw vermin 
that infests the vines by destroying their 
winter shelter. For this business a 
band of sheep will beat a fire. They 
most effectually leave the vine hopper 
without a corner for his bend and he 
nerisbea amid the frosts of winter. ID 
no other way can the vermin be got ric 
of so cheaply and effectually. 


The uncertainty and trouble of curing 


the second crop of raisins emphasizes 
by the September rain has Bet the ralsiu 
man to studying whether he cannot by 
a syEtem of pruning get more first crop 
and less second, it seems to be gener- 
ally admitted that it can be done to a 
ureater estsut than is now practiced. 
The method will necessitate leaving 
on more than' a. light stock of spurs for 
fear of injuring the vino by over work. 
I have in my mind several vineyardists 
w 10 had no feara on this score and lefl 
so mauy spurs on their vinea aa to shock 
'he propriety of the whole neighbor- 
hood. Forebodings dire were indulged 
in that said vineyards were on tho road 
Lo ruin. Well, it haa proved for several 
years now to be a pleasant road to 
travel, and thia year which ehonld have 
witnessed the collapse. The vineyard 
;avo the heartiest crop 1 ever saw. 
Where the vices grow as strong as they 
lo with us and make so much vegetation 
L_can now see no sense in holding the 
: ne in check by close pruning. It will 
tiud relief either in vegetation or second 
crop; it is bound to grow into soine- 
;hing. To be always holding it back IB 
a good deal like laying up earthly trea- 
sures in heaven, aa most of us will 
ikely be there before the vines give out, 
and then the next generation can dig 
tbeui up and plant for themselves. Let 


I WAS quite interested in your account 


of the young ladv who seeks to rival the 
rfldoubtab'e Major Deuicke in the fig in- 
dustry. It struck me as being a very 
practical way to utilize the product of 
our fig treea. Scarce anyone has much 
of a planting; being mostly treea along 
the road eidc, the avenues and about the 
house, just enough to give the man 
about the house nn excuse to neglect 
them. They need daily attention about 
tho Bame as the raifin making, and the 
man of the house sees nothing but rai- 
sins/trays and sweat boxes even into 
the visions of the night. Give theui to 
to the young folks if you have any, and 
a bit of help along of it. Encourage 
them to hunt for nickels and dimes 
among the many little things about the 
place which you cannot give attention 
to. Let them have all the praise and 
glory to themselves. I heard the other 
where after the grape pickers had been 
discharged the father told hia voung 
ones they could go and glean the" vine- 
yard aa Ruth gleaned after the reapera.

"I treat the women with especial con-

I hope to have all 
white labor next season. 


"Oh, yes; I conaidered them socially, 


and while I exacted compliance with 
certain rules I also made certain concea- 
•ions. 
I insisted that every person 


should be in bed by 10 o'clock, that 
there should bo no boisterous conduct., 
and 1 allowed no liquor about the prem- 
ises. On the other hand, I gave a Bocial 
hop every Saturday night and ran a 
four-horBe bns to town every Saturday 
night and out every Sunday night, free, 
of course. In short; I tried to make my 
people comfortable, happy and con- 
tented, BO far as that may be done 
where one employs so many people. 


"The Chinese were more arbitrary 


and intractable than usual this year. 
They thought labor was scarce, and at- • 
tempted to dictate terms. They would 
fix the hours of labor, insisting on less 
than ten hours, and limited themselves 
as producers generally. They are no 
more reliable than white labor, and, if 
anything, more unreasonable. But their 
day is numbered in thia valley, as I am 
lure that a man who has once tried 
white labor will never again bother with 
Chinese: 


"Yes, I am packing yet, and have 


eighteen care of raioins in the house. I 
have put up about 85,000 boxen, tt all 
my pack wern reduced to boxes.

A \Vasbhouse Nuisance. 


A complaint was issued yesterday out 


of the district attorney's office, accusing 
two Mongolians, who operate a wash- 
house on Cherry avenue, of maintaining 
a nuisance. The wash water, the neigh- 
bora claim, rnns into an open hole where 
it peatines and creates a stench in 
the nostrils of the neighborhood, and a 
menace agamsi the good health of the 
city.

An article published recently in a San 


Francisco paper shows that tbeadjatant- 
eeueral of nearly every state in the 
Union is'in favor of state camp grounds.

camp ground that could be found in 
California. The ground is located about 
one mile north of the business portion 
of Santa Cruz and has an area of about 
two hundred acres, about one-half only 
being available for camp purposes. The 
location is good, and thenatiiralfeatures 
much in favor of this point.

grading would however bo necessary be- 
fore it would be properly available. 


Another point which the officers asso- 


ciation will not neglect to call the at- 
tention of the legislature to ia tho fact 
that the federal government gives aid to 
the Etate having a permanent ground as 
shown by the following section of the 
general law.

thorized, at his discretion, to isaus on 
thu requisition of the governor Of the 
state bordering on the sea or gulf coast, 
and having a permanent camp ground 
for tho encampment of the militia not 
less than sis days annually, two heavy 
guns and four mortars, with carriages 
and platforms, if such can be spared, for 
tbe proper instruction and practice of 
the militia in heavy artillery drill, and 
for this purpose a suitable battery for 
these cannons will be conetructed, and 
for said construction and tbe transpor- 
tation of said cannon, and so forth., the 
sum of $5000 is hereby apprspriatad for 
supplying each elate that may so apply."

About fifty or seventy-five lot ownera 


were present, and many of them ex- 
pressed their ideas and told their experi- 
ence in regard to getting rid of tho 
alkali. | 


James E. Hughes said: "My experi- 


ence teaches me that the most beneficial 
way to get rid of this evil is to immedi- 
ately form a diatrict and make a large 
drain through the central part of the 
colony. Let the people put in lateral 
drains to empty into the main ditch and 
run the alkali off on the plains."

One of the most serious diseases of the 


hock is spavin, of which there are sev- 
eral varieties, known as bog spavin, bom 
spavin and occult spavin. The latter is 
•o named because there ifl no perceptible 
enlargement on or about the hock. 


A hone spavin is a swelling or bony 


tumor situated upon the lower and inner 
part of the hock joint, as shown by Pig. 
1 in the first cut. Fig. 3 represents the 
inner side of the bone of the hock afflict- 
ed with a spavin of long standing. The 
rough portion represents the osseous de- 
posit, which has become as hard and firm 
as the shin bone itself. Fig. 3 represents 
a ehin bone having an osseous deposit 
upon its head and on tbe inner side. 
When thia bony enlargement ia high up 
on the joint it of tea produces incurable 
lameness.

be transmitted, yet the form of hock 
most liable to bo affected by spavin, if 
possessed by either sire or dam, is liable 
to reappear in tho progeny.

Bnssell says that bone spavin may be 


removed by an early application of the 
proper remedies. In its incipient state 
it may be discovered by an unusual heat 
or tenderness on the inner side of the 
hock joint, accompanied with a touch of 
lameness. At thia period Russell sug- 
gests a blister, hnt when of long stand- 
ing it is usually necessary to apply actual 
cautery. Thia latter operation, bow- 
ever, must not ha performed while any 
inflammation remains. Tbe horse must 
be turned loose and given rest for a con- 
siderable time. • 


Milotl Hay for Horses. 


Tho New York Times thinks the pre- 


vailing favor of timothy alone for feed- 
ing horses is not a wise one. The hay is 
not so abundant and not so nutritious, 
especially for bard working horses, 
whose muscle is .constantly "used and ex- 
hausted in tiresomo exertion. This mus- 
cular waste exhausta tbe system of its 
nitrogenous elements, which pass off as 
urea formed by the decomposition of 
mnscalar fiber in tho system-of a hard 
working auimal. Timothy hay alone is 
deficient in nitrogen, having bnt 9}- per 
cent-of nitrogenous matter, while- clover 
hay has 15f per cent., and mixed tim- 
othy and clover has li$ per cent Thus 
the mixed liay has about one-third morn 
of the nitrogenous elements of the- food 
than tho clear timothy, and this makes 
tho differenco of nineteen, cents per 100 
pounds in the actual feeding value of 
the two kinds of hay in favor of the 
mixture. The-general popularity-of tho 
timolhy hay is undoubtedly due to a 
prejudice against the- clover, which 
would certainly be removed by actnnl 
test and experience. 


Smut In Wheat, 


Professor Kclterman, of the Kansas 


State Agricultural college, ia & report 
issued by the state board of agriculture. 
suggests as the best treatment afc present 
known for stinting smut the Jensen hot 
water treatment. This consists in im- 
mersing tho seed which is supposed to 
be infected with smut for a few min- 
•ntes in scalding water. Tho tempera- 
ture must be such as to kill the smut 
spores and the immersion must not Le 
prolonged so that the heat would injnre 
the germ or embryo concealed within 
tbe seed coats. If the water is at a teni- 
perafcuroof 132 dftga. F., tho spores will 
be killed, and yet tbe immersion, if not 
continued beyond fifteen minutes, will 
not in the least injure the seed, 'iht 
smut spores will possibly be killed by ten 
minutes' immersion. A fifteen minute 
immersion, however, is recommended. 
The temperature must be allowed to 
vary but little from.!33degs,; in no case, 
rising higher than 135 degB,, nor falling 
below 130 degs.

In Fresno county there are sixteen 
rigation companies each havingitR own 
tnals taking water from the Kings 
ver, San Jbaimin river and Fresno 
ver. These sixteen companies have 
TO milea of main canals or ditches with 
tout the same number of miles of dis- 
ibutories and laterals.

divided into classes according to the 
population under the census of 1SSO, and 
the coonty government acts of that year 
and alto of the last session of the legisla- 
ture fixed salaries of county officers ac- 
cording to the classification of 18S3. 
The new census of 1890 will change the 
dawification of nearly every county in 
the state, more particularly in the eoun- 
tiea which have had a lar*e increase in 
population, one of which is Fresno. 


The probable effect of the change will 


be to increase the pay of the connty of- 
ficials, hat the county government ad 
which fixes the salaries is so mixed thai 
in some casea even with an increase of 
population the salaries will be decreased. 


The point that ia now interesting the 


otlicerB-elect and the lawyers ia aa to 
whether the census of 1SD3 will operate 
without an act of tha legislature to 
create a new classification of counties, 
according to population. 


The law makes it obligatory upon tbo

ascertained by him."

Theso latter were so careful to avoid 


corre.-spomleuee \vith Papistical usages 
that their day of fasting, of prayer int-L't- 
ings and of all penitential observances 
was Thursday, which in tho Roman 
church is neit io Sunday as H gain day, 
while Friday waa with tho Pnrit;ms the 
usual day for any sort of merry making. 


The oddest of all theso transpositions, 


however, was removing the weekly fish 
dinner from Friday to Saturday, on 
which latter day every well regulated 
Now England family sat down to what 
was called a "salt fish dinner," which 
seoms, according to tradition, to have 
•been a very elaborate affair, for tho fish 
• must 
bo of the quality known us 


"dnn," and to be perfectly cooked mnst 
be packed between two white fish, the 
whole being laid without bending in a 
oopper fish kettle and ateopfid, bnt not 
boiled. Tha outer fish were then taken 
off and thrown away, and the center one 
was served, wholo with white sauce, 
pork scraps, young beets, parsnips aud 
potatoes. This waa the traditional "salt 
fish dinner" of olden times in Massachu- 
setts, aud the "survival of the fittest" is 
seen in the fish balls that still grace ev- 
ery Sunday morning breakfast table in 
New England. 


Of courso wo all know that the Thanks- 


giving feast was established in the first 
years of their pilgrimage by the Puri- 
tans as a real tznd personal thanksgiving 
to God for the harvest which came to 
the shirring emigrants, and the game 
and fish that swarmed in the autumn 
upon their shores. 


It used to bs almost a matter of con- 


science to pile the board with a part of 
everything 'grown on the farm—beet". 
pork and poultry, with specimens of nil 
the vegetables and dainties compounded 
aa far as possible of native products. 


But nowadays so many of na live in 


cities and tov.-ns that if wo feasted only 
upon tho products of our own labor an ", 
our own hands the majority of us would 
fast, and both the means and the spirit 
of personal thanlrsgiving have so goue 
out of C;wlu'ou that probably fe\7 people 
realize the meaning of the word or their 
own obligations in regard to it. 


Some of us also have but little heart 


for the giving of thanks or for rejoic- 
ing when we look back at those who 
have helped us to rejoice, and for whom 
we now sorrow in lonely desolation. 
But although wo no longer care for the 
national feast of delicate food aud gen- 
erous wines because we shrink from the 
Thanksgiving toast of "Absent Friends" 
as from a blow, wo may yefc make the 
day a joyous one by giving of our abun- 
dance, in material goodi to those of our 
brethren who have nothing. 


For several years I myself, instead of 


mourning beside a desolate liwirthskme, 
hare been privileged to go on Thanks- 
giving day to help a friend well known 
in philanthropic circles who aivea a 
really good dinner to some hundreds of 
the starving poor of our metropolis. 


It is no play-work; but dressed in the 


plainest garb we work aa hard aa waiters 
in a fifth rate restaurant, and by the time 
apronfnls of npples and oranges are 
distributed to the outpouring gnesia we 
are ready to drop with fatigue, but 
Wftnned to the heart with true and deep 
thanksgiving that wa have b«n able to 
ehed a little gleam of pleasure into tires 
BO barren and joylces aa these. 


This is only ono way of koepinj the 


day, and the circumstances and position 
of each reader will suggest some other 
equally good, bnt there ia one thing 
quite certain—that no matter how deso- 
late one's hearth or however lonely one's 
heart, we all can and *shonld keep 
Thjuikstfivinir, if not for ourselves for 
ethers, and in so doing we will find 
happiness lying far, far deeper than the 
gay laughter and thoughtless merry- 
making, only possible for those who 
have passed but very few aanivorsariei 
and who IIRTO seen but very little of life.

In the cat, Hie many other kinds of 
Amaryllis, Ins its seasons of growth and 
rest very strongly marked. From tho 
time growth begins it steadily advances 
nntil the bloominjj period is post, and 
theii after u few weeks its foliage ripeus 
off and its rest is apparently ono of per- 
fect repose for tho bulb. This ia its

natural coarse, and all intelligent culti- 
Tation of the plant mnst be in accord- 
ance with these characteristic features. 
For the benefit of amateurs we append 
the advico given by Yict in his Dliia- 
trated Monthly Magaxiite. 


After the bnlb has rested for a time 


in the pot in which it has bloomed it will 
hegiu to show signs of growth. Then 
it shonld be turned ont of the pot, tho 
hall of soil a&out the bnlb reduced, and 
then' be repotted iu a pot of medium 
size. A good rule is to tal;e it pot twice 
the diameter of the h«lb. In plucing 
the bulb in the pot set it EO that its top 
. will be about even with tho rim, hnt Go 
not cover it entirely; tho upper third of 
the hnlb should be above the surface of 
the soil. 
Sandy soil with a mix 


turo of goutl rotten inimuro forms the 
most suitable Foil. A light watering 
only is needed sifter potting; thtm plat",1 
the pot in u -temperature or' about Go 
degs. Bo careful for a short time about 
overwiiteriuKt but lifter tho roots have1 
commenced to run water can ho wnp- 
plied moro freely. Give the plant light 
and plenty of sunshine: this is necessary 
for a etrong hcnltliy growth.' A moist 
atmosphere is especially nvedud, and 
this slmnlfi be carefully maintained. 


Ilmictiiff i:a.sl:ct» for ConacrvatorieB. 
A few woll furnished baskets sus- 


pended in the conservatory :il\v;j.;-s pro- 
duce « plea-ang effect, anil if the hon?p is 
hirgo and lofty tho baskets should ba of 
proportionate size. Strongly made wire 
baskets i-trn tiio most fitritr.bin, and if 
plainly and neatly made they will txu- 
swcr every purpose without any super- 
fluous ornamental work. ' The baskets, 
of cuurtjo, will bo lined with moss, aud 
the bottom mil bsfnrnished with plants 
before much soil has been placed in the 
baskets, the sides being filled in aud tho 
basket filled with scil concurrently. The 
great charm of these baskets ia to have 
somewhat frequent changes. "When tho 
baskets, filled with the same varieties of 
plants, are constantly occupying the 
same positions they become monotonous. 
Oobma scandens variegara has a charm- 
ing effect suspended in a lofty houso. 


I*rimroM Culture. 


The following method of growing the 


Chinese primrose was commended at a 
meeting of the Boston Gardeners and 
Florists' clnb: Tho seed is sown iu 
February, March and April, using a 
light, porous soil composed of leaf mold, 
sand and loam, mixed with decomposed 
cow dung1. They want a tempewtaro 
of nearly 00 dogs, to come up well; some 
seeds will come up in ten days, whilu 
others will not como mp forltwo or three 
weeks. They aro picked off into boxes 
or pans when they hwe two or threw 
rough leaves, and aro grown thro»gh 
the summer in pots iu a partially ehaded 
place, repotting two or three times, the 
last time uaug a five inch, or six inch 
pot. They flower well in a rather cool 
green house with a night temperature of 
40 or 45 dega. 


Thick minting of Tree*. 


In crowded plantations thoro is n 


marked difference between the trees on 
tho outside onfatihose in the center; the 
former, huvinjuniir brandies and leaves 
firily exposed ou one tide, grow with 
comparative vigor aud form excellent 
timber ou that side of theetein where 
light and air aro admitted, while tho 
latter, hemmed in on all side?, are drawn 
up like bare poles and produce a Final! 
amount of ill conditioned wood. " A 
crowded plantation, in which the trees 
are allowed to iucrease in size until thc-y 
interfere with each other, canuot be 
easily reclaimed; for every attempt at 
thinning in this advanced fctago of 
growth is accompanied with ihe risk of 
exposure to the blast, which speedily 
levels trees having 110 firm hold of the 
soil. 


Best Early Apples. 


Dr. Hoskina, a pomological authority, 


says that there can be no mistake in 
planting Ydlow Transparent :is .1 first 
early, followed by Early Strawberry, 
Sops of Wine, Williams' Favorite, Pri- 
mato and Early Joe. A little later is 
Garden Royal, perhaps the best of them 
all in quality, and inferior to none in at- 
tractiveness. Porter is a frao apple fur 
September, and Gravenstcin follows it 
admirably.

says: Of the hardy varieties and species 
tho most perfect and vigorous have been 
8. triloba, S. Van Hontteii, S. callosA 
alba and S. rnbra from Russia: S. hy- 
pericifolia and S. Nobleana.
